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''It  doesn't  pay  to  take  a chance 

with  syphilis  and  gonorrhea!"  You've 
heard  men  say  that.  And  every  man 
knows  it's  true — if  he  stops  to  think. 
Trouble  is  men  are  apt  to  do  their  thinking 
when  it's  too  late — after  they  have  ex- 
posed themselves  to  venereal  disease. 

Now  is  the  time  to  do  some  straight 
thinking.  Now  is  the  time  to  learn  how  to 
take  care  of  yourself — to  know  what  to  do 
about  venereal  disease.  It  is  hard  to 
think  straight  after  you  get  into  a situa- 
tion where  you  may  be  exposed.  It  is 
hard  to  protect  yourself  if  you  are  not  pre- 
pared in  advance. 

You  know  that  syphilis  (siff)  and  gon- 
orrhea (clap)  are  almost  always  caught 
during  the  sex  act  with  an  infected  person. 
But  can  you  tell  who  is  infected?  You 
cannot. 

Many  infected  people  don't  look  sick. 
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Lots  of  men  and  women  think  they  can 
tell  an  infected  person  just  by  looking. 
They  are  wrong.  Only  a doctor,  using 
careful  laboratory  tests,  can  tell  whether 
or  not  a person  is  infected.  Prostitutes 
can  become  infected — and  infect  you — 
half  an  hour  after  a doctor  has  given  them 
a clean  bill  of  health. 

You've  got  to  know  the  answers  about 
syphilis  and  gonorrhea.  Here  they  are. 

Syphilis  is  caused  by  a germ  called 
the  spirochete.  Syphilis  can  cripple, 
cause  blindness,  drive  a man  insane,  or 
finally  kill  him.  The  first  sign  is  usually 
a sore  on  the  penis.  It  appears  2 or  3 
weeks  after  infection.  Even  without  treat- 
ment, the  sore  may  disappear  and  the 
victim  imagines  he  is  O.  K.  But  the  dis- 
ease is  still  there.  Several  years  after, 
syphilis  may  strike  in  earnest.  Bones, 
eyes,  nerves,  brain,  and  heart  may  be 
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damaged  beyond  repair.  This  is  the 
price  syphilis  charges  for  neglect. 

Gonorrhea,  too,  is  a serious  disease. 
It  can  cripple  by  causing  rheumatism  or 
arthritis.  Gonorrhea  is  caused  by  a 
germ  called  the  gonococcus.  Like  the 
syphilis  germ  the  gonococcus  is  usually 
passed  from  one  person  to  another  during 
sexual  intercourse.  Gonorrhea  attacks 
the  inside  of  the  penis  and  other  parts  of 
the  reproductive  system.  Three  to  five 
days  after  infection  a man  feels  a sharp, 
burning  pain  when  he  tries  to  urinate. 
Later,  pus  oozes  from  his  penis.  If  the 
disease  is  not  treated,  it  may  be  spread 
to  the  tubes  which  carry  the  sperm  cells. 
This  can  prevent  a man  from  ever  be- 
coming a father. 

The  surest  way  to  avoid  syphilis  and 
gonorrhea  is  not  to  have  sex  contacts 
outside  of  marriage. 
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Many  infections  can  be  prevented  by 
certain  measures,  before  and  after  sex- 
ual exposure.  The  medical  name  of 
these  measures  is  PROPHHfLAXIS  (proh- 
fi-LAX-iss).  Prophylaxis  means  guarding 
yourself  against  disease. 

Prophylaxis  consists  of  using  a condom 
during  the  sex  act  and  chemicals  after 
the  act.  The  condom  protects  both  the 
man  and  the  woman.  Chemicals  pro- 
tect only  the  man.  The  condom  acts  as 
a shield  which  keeps  the  germs  from  being 
passed  from  one  person  to  another.  It  is 
safer,  therefore,  to  rely  on  the  condom 
first  and  use  chemicals  as  on  added 
precaution. 

Don’t  take  chances. 

Always  guard  yourself. 

Use  prophylaxis. 
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The  Condom  Protects  Both 
Man  and  Woman 

No  method  has  yet  been  invented  which 
will  prevent  syphilis  or  gonorrhea  every 
time  there  is  an  exposure.  At  present 
the  condom  is  the  safest  means  there  is 
for  preventing  syphihs  and  gonorrhea 
through  sexual  contact. 

The  condom  is  known  to  some  people 
as  a "safe,”  a "rubber,”  or  a "sheath.” 
It  is  a thin,  elastic  covering  which  fits 
closely  over  the  penis  and  is  used  during 
intercourse.  Usually  it  is  made  of  rubber. 


Next  to  avoiding  sex  contacts  alto- 
gether, the  condom  offers  the  greatest 
protection  to  both  men  and  women. 


The  condom  keeps  the  surface  area 
of  the  penis  and  the  vagina  from  coming 
in  direct  contact  during  the  sex  act. 
Then,  the  S3rphilis  and  gonorrhea  germs 
cannot  pass  from  the  infected  parts  of 
one  person  to  the  healthy  partner. 

If  the  condom  is  to  work  right,  it  must 
be  well  made.  A poorly  made  condom 
may  break  and  then  its  user  may  be  ex- 
posed to  infection.  The  Government  in- 
spects condoms  to  see  that  they  are  of  a 
high  quahty.  Today,  condoms  bought 
from  reliable  sources  are  very  effective  in 
preventing  venereal  disease. 

Many  people,  however,  buy  condoms 
from  "bootleg"  sources — in  bars,  pool- 
rooms,  shoeshine  stands.  You  cannot 
always  trust  these  articles.  Anyone  who 
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wants  a condom  should  go  to  a rehable 
druggist  and  ask  him  for  the  best  grade. 

Do  not  buy  what  is  known  as  a "short" 
condom — one  which  covers  only  the  head 
of  the  penis.  If  this  type  is  used,  the  re- 
tracted foreskin  and  the  entire  body  of 
the  penis  are  left  in  contact  with  mucous 
areas  which  may  be  infected.  The  only 
kind  which  can  protect  against  syphiUs 
or  gonorrhea  is  at  least  7 inches  long 
— long  enough  to  cover  the  entire  length 
of  the  penis. 

A few  years  ago,  users  of  condoms  were 
told  to  inspect  and  test  each  one  before 
use.  Experts  of  the  United  States  Food 
and  Drug  Administration  say  it  is  not 
possible  for  an  individual  to  test  condoms 
satisfactorily.  The  strain  put  on  a con- 
dom by  tests  is  greater  than  that  placed 
on  it  by  actual  use  during  sexual  inter- 
course. The  user  can  protect  himself 
only  by  buying  the  best  grade. 
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HOW  TO  USE  THE  CONDOM 

1.  Do  not  handle  the  condom  any 

more  than  is  necessary. 

It  is  delicate  and  thin.  A fingernail 
might  tear  it,  and  then  the  germs  will  be 
able  to  go  right  through  it. 

The  condom  should  not  be  carried  loose 
in  the  pocket,  or  crammed  into  a wallet. 
It  should  be  kept  in  its  original  container 
imtil  used. 

2.  The  condom  should  be  put  on 

carefully. 

Apply  the  condom  where  you  can  see 
what  you  are  doing.  Don't  fumble  in  a 
dark  room. 

Ready-rolled  condoms  ore  easy  to  put 
on.  If  unrolled  condoms  are  purchased, 
they  must  be  rolled  by  hand  before  use. 
Insert  two  fingers  into  the  open  end  of  the 
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condom  and  spread  apart  slightly.  Then 
roll  the  condom  carefully  and  slowly  with 
the  other  hand. 

The  condom  should  be  rolled  down  the 
penis  with  one  hand,  holding  onto  the  tip 
with  the  fingers  of  the  other  hand.  Un- 
less the  tip  is  held  or  twisted,  air  may  be 
imprisoned  in  the  end  of  the  condom. 
Air  must  be  excluded  to  lessen  the  chance 
of  breaking  during  intercourse. 
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3.  No  contact  between  the  perns  j 

and  the  vagina  should  be  made 
before  the  condom  is  put  on. 

4.  If  the  condom  Isreaks  during  in- 

tercourse,  wash  immediotely 
with  soap  and  water,  and  ap- 
ply chemicals.  (See  page  17.) 
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Any  tear  or  break  will  bring  healthy 
parts  into  contact  with  the  germs.  People 
have  been  known  to  acquire  syphilis  and 
gonorrhea  because  of  a broken  condom. 

If  the  condom  breaks  while  it  is  being 
put  on,  discard  it  immediately  and  use  a 
new  one. 


as  soon  as  the  male  fluid  has 
been  discharged. 

If  sexual  movements  ore  continued 
after  the  discharge  of  male  fluid,  and 
the  man  happens  to  be  infected,  the 
woman  may  become  infected.  Sexual 
movements  will  force  the  fluid  out  of  the 
condom  and  the  genital  areas  of  the 
woman  will  be  exposed  to  infection. 

If  the  penis  is  left  in  the  vagina  until 
it  becomes  soft,  the  condom  may  slip  off. 
Immediately  after  the  climax,  the  man 
should  reach  for  the  rubber  ring  at  the 
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end  of  the  condom,  hold  it  firmly  to  the 
base  of  the  penis,  and  then  withdraw. 

6.  Remove  the  co}idom  carefully.  ^ 

The  outside  of  the  condom  may  have  ) 

infected  material  on  it.  Therefore,  it 
should  be  removed  with  the  tips  of  the 
fingers,  in  one  swift  motion,  turning  it  in- 
side out  as  it  comes  off.  It  should  be 
discarded  at  once. 

Urinate  immediately  after  remov- 
ing the  condom. 
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8.  Wash  at  once  with  soap  and 
water. 

Wash  the  penis  thoroughly.  Uncir- 
cumcised men  should  turn  back  the  fore- 
skin and  wash  underneath  it.  Remember, 
the  condom  covers  only  a small  area. 
Infections  often  occur  on  unprotected 
parts.  Be  sure  to  wash  the  scrotum  (the 
sac  which  contains  the  testicles),  the 
hairy  parts,  and  the  insides  of  the  thighs. 

The  hands  and  face  should  be  thor- 
oughly washed.  It  is  just  as  easy  to  get 
syphilis  from  contact  with  germs  on  other 
parts  of  the  body  as  it  is  in  the  sex  act. 

If  it  is  possible,  take  a complete  soap 
bath  immediately  after  intercourse.  The 
sooner  the  betier. 
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MERCURIC  IODIDE  SOAP 

Another  method  of  preventing  the 
spread  of  venereal  diseases  is  the  use  of 
1 percent  mercuric  iodide  soap.  The 
directions  for  its  use  are  as  follows: 

1.  Use  as  soon  as  possible  after  inter- 

course, follovdng  instructions 
carefully. 

2.  Urinate,  then  wash  all  parts  thor- 

oughly with  soap  and  water  de- 
veloping a heavy  lather. 

3.  The  lather  devcdoped  should  be 

thoroughly  rubbed  into  parts  for 

2 minutes. 

4.  Open  the  meatus  of  the  urethra 

(canal)  and  allow  the  soapy 
lather  to  enter. 

5.  Allow  the  lather  to  remain  on  all 

parts  for  3 minutes  before  wash- 
ing it  off. 

OBTAIN  MERCURIC  IODIDE  SOAP 
FROM  THE  SICK  BAY  OR  MEDICAL 
LOCKER.  Can  also  be  purchased  at 
drug  stores  for  10  cts.  pocket  size  bar. 
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CHEMICAL  PROPHYLAXIS 

The  condom  is  used  during  the  sex 
act — chemical  prophylaxis  afterwards. 
The  purpose  of  chemical  prophylaxis  is  to 
kill  the  germs  of  syphilis  and  gonorrhea 
after  they  have  reached  a healthy  per- 
son's sex  organs.  Some  doctors  look  on 
the  use  of  chemicals  as  "early  treatment" 
which  is  applied  before  the  germs  have 
had  time  to  penetrate  the  tissues. 

Small  tubes  for  this  purpose  can  be 
bought  in  drug  stores  and  used  by  men. 
Chemical  prophylaxis  for  women,  can  be 
given  only  by  a doctor. 

The  tubes  for  chemical  prophylaxis  are 
usually  called  prophylactic  packets. 
Some  packets  contain  only  one  prepara- 
tion which  is  supposed  to  prevent  both 
syphilis  and  gonorrhea.  But  no  single 
preparation  will  prevent  both  of  these 
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diseases.  Some  packets  contain  two 
tubes — one  for  syphilis  and  one  for  gonor- 
rhea. Use  of  these  chemicals  within  1 
hour  after  intercourse  will  give  additional 
protection  to  that  provided  by  the  condom. 

HOW  TO  USE!  CHEMICAL 
PROPHYLAXIS 

1.  Wash  carefully  and  thoroughly 

with  soap  and  water. 

Wash  the  penis  very  carefully — under 
the  foreskin,  the  head  and  body  of  the 
penis,  the  scrotum,  the  area  covered  with 
hair,  and  the  insides  of  the  thighs. 

2.  Urinate  and  wa;;h  again. 

3.  Inject  into  the  canal  of  the  penis 

a teaspoonful  of  a silver  pro- 
tein solution.  Hold  it  there  for 
5 minutes  by  the  clock.

The  silver  protein  solutions  are  chemi- 
cals which  kill  gonorrhea  germs.  They 
may  be  purchased  in  drug  stores  without 
a prescription.  Only  freshly  prepared 
mixtures  are  effective.  Silver  solutions 
may  be  injected  into  the  canal  of  the 
penis  with  a standard  urethral  syringe. 
A man  con  use  the  syringe  without  hurt- 
ing himself  if  he  has  been  instructed  by 
a doctor.  In  the  prophylactic  packets 
which  contain  two  tubes,  one  tube  con- 
tains  a silver  protein  solution  in  the  right 
amount.  To  kill  the  germs  of  gonorrhea, 
the  solution  must  be  held  in  the  canal  for 
5 full  minutes. 

4.  Rub  calomel  ointment  into  the 
external  parts  for  5 minutes  by 
the  clock. 

Calomel  ointment  is  effective  against 
the  germ  of  syphilis.  It  should  be  rubbed 
into  the  genitals,  the  scrotum,  the  thighs, 
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and  the  hairy  parts  for  5 full  minutes. 
Afterwards,  cover  the  parts  with  toilet 
paper  to  prevent  soiling  the  clothing. 
Chemical  prophylaxis  is  most  often 
effective  if  these  steps  are  followed 
carefully.  Some  venereal  disease  clinics 
have  prophylactic  services  where  the 
doctors  can  give  the  treatment  or  show 
you  how  to  do  it. 

CAN  YOU  D13PEND  ON 
PROPHYLAXIS? 

Even  if  you  use  prophylaxis,  you  may 
become  infected  with  venereal  disease. 
There  is  no  100  percent  guard  against 
syphilis  and  gonorrhea. 

If  you  are  drinking,  you  are  much  more 
likely  to  take  chances.  After  a few 
drinks,  you  can't  think  straight.  You 
may  find  it  difficult — even  impossible — 
to  take  care  of  yourself  properly. 
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Every  step  outlined  for  prophylaxis 
is  important.  If  you  bungle  it — and 
you're  apt  to  bungle  when  you're  drunk 
you  may  be  exposed  to  infection  because 
you  failed  to  follow  instructions. 

Don't  be  cocksure  about  your  abihty 
to  judge  whether  your  companions  are 
free  from  venereal  disease.  Remember! 
With  prophylaxis  or  without  it,  every  sex 
act  (outside  of  marriage)  should  be 
looked  on  as  a possible  source  of  syphihs 
or  gonorrhea. 

If  you  think  you  have  been  infected, 
go  -to  a Marine  Hospital  or  a U.  S.  Public 
Health  Service  Relief  Station.  Any 
American  seaman  whose  papers  are  in 
order  can  get  free  treatment  at  either. 
In  foreign  ports,  the  United  States  Consul 
can  direct  American  seamen  to  free 
medical  care.
